My wife and I recently took the public tour through the FBI building. It was 
one of the most fascinating exibitions I have ever seen. It gave me a re- 
newed appreciation for your splendid organization and :its effectiveness against 
the malignancy of crime that is eating away at our society. 

As a Christian and an American I am very grateful for you and your contri- 
bution to our way of life. I think you are one, of the greatest Americans 
cur country has ever had. It seems anymore that there are few in high 
Goverrjaent circles that will defy and expose Communism as you do. I can 
think of no person who can command more love and respect by decent, law- 
abiding Americans than you or spark more hatred and fear from the Communists 
and toiderworld. Though your organization is criticized by hoods, reds, pinks 
and uninformed Americans, I think in considering the source of most of this 
criticism the FBI is only elevated in stature.

only because of the indirect references to Senator Qoldwater but also because of the 
content of the sertaon in general. Because of ay objections actions .1 took as a re- 
sult of the setoon, I aa now beiiu br^ed as a "political extreaist" who is trying to

Because of ny distribution of the letter, a notice appears in the church bulletin 
saying: "The nimsographed cai^lgn literature which soss of ous.x&hgregat^Sgt^und on 
the wiMshields of their ears on our parking lot following the first service Sunday, 
Hovezber 1, was apparently distributed by extremists desiring to intimidate Ur, Par- 
rish. The distribution was made without the knowledge or authorization of the min- 
isters or officials of our church. The pertinent information fr<» the letter has 
already been made available on the copies of Hr. Parrish's sermon of October 25, and 
the distributors were fully aware of this. The letter ssakes clear that the book, "Hone 
Dare Com It Treason" was distributed without proper evaluation, (if you got a copy of 
the lettxV, see the last sentence in paragraph three.)" j a 
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'‘Mr. Parrish apparenU^does not regard the chainsan (^tba Pastoral Relations 
.Coazaittee to be an of f iciH^of the church, even though he ^9 also a cember of its 
Official Board. True, I took action without Mr. Saart*s authorization, but not with- 
out his knowledge. In spite of the fact that he referred to ce by naae several tiiaes 
in an unpleasant letter directed to Mr. Saith (accusing as of extreaiisai and repeat- 
ing bis accusations from the bulletin, no copy was indicated to as. Me, Ssiith laade 
a copy avetilable to ce in the interest of fair play. 

At the onset, I was not defending the Stonser book— and I aa not doing so now. 

I do defend the author’s right to produce it as long as it is not fraudulent, regard- 
less of who disagrees with his conclusions. I defend ay right to read, to weigh and 
consider its contents axid to reach ay own conclusions and also the rights of the con- 
gregation to have all of the inforaation given to them that is available since the 
book was attacked in a senaon preached to tbea. I deplore this use of the pulpit— 
but I did not create the situation. I feel the pulpit should be used to expovad the 
word of God and I question the aotivation of a ainister who castigates anyone pub- 
licly, whatever the reason, without first Baking his objections known to that indi- 
vidual and without offering an opportunity for defense. This is not a Christian atti- 
tude. Proa an intellectual standpoint, the seraon is not flrstrate since it depends 
priBarily on secondhand Inforcation (such of it under serious question) and not on any 
independent research of tbs ainister. To involve the national candidate for the Presi- 
dency and to do so nine days before the election without caking any attesq>t to find 
out if a coimection actually existed was, to cy Bind, Inexcusable. 

Since October 29, I have written oany letters and postcards requesting Infonsation 
and asking for opinions on this chapter (or on the entire book). I do not ask that each 
of the 8l8 references be checked. I ask if the reviewer (or ainister, or coluanist) 
believes the book to be essentially accurate and the docuaentation to be essentially 
accurate. Results thus far have been very gratifying. I have deliberately requested 
caterial froa soae I know who have criticized the book adversely- -as well as froa some 
who have cocsaended it. In ny file now are letters froa several ministers who support 
the book's statecsnts in Chapter VII. More are proaised. I have read hundreds of 
pages of testlxaony before House and Senate Cosaittees, cany govemaent publications, 
published versions of sercons, books (such as Skousen's Raked Connunist ). next big 
reading project will be Bundy’s, Collectivisa in the Churches - -as soon as I have tine 
to place an order for it! 

I requested a copy of the alleged 22-|age report of the Rational Coeoittee for 
Civic Responsibility (referred to in the seroon) and all I got was a four-page reprint 
of Congressional Record (extension of resarks of Eon. Charles Vanik) quoting froa this 
22-page report. I have written again for the cooplete report, as what was sent to ae 
has already, to a great extent, been refuted. 

Xir biggest stuBbling block to date has been ay inability to obtain records of the 
hearings (H!UA) on Cocsaunist Activity in the Rew York Area, 1993* which are now out of 
print. I aa actually cost interested in the testimony of Bishop Oxnaa and aa anxious 
to get actual reprints of the entire testicony, not excerpts, so that I could repro- 
duce pertinent sections. 

My intent is to produce a bound, printed report including all of the information 
I obtain, favorable or otherwise. Opinions on the book froa those qualified to make 
an infon&ed Judgcent will be included, along with some of the doeuasntation used, ay 
own conclusions, and a coqplete bibliography. May 1 have your help if you have read 
Rone Dare Call It Treason?

Thank Ood a few lainisters, like Martin Hienoeller and Martin Debenus, re- 
fused to be intinldated even when they were thrown into concentraticn cscps, so that 
when the nasty Hazi business was all over, these Dsn were the real he»>es. 

I know that soiae in this congregation have criticized ns for doAiing with natters 
related to state and national life. The Kew Testanent, as Z see it, does not deal with 
a religion but with life, the .life of can as it should properly be related to the life 
of God and so I count nothing htcsan as alien to cy cessage as a Christian ninister. If 
scosone says, ’!But I don’t coos to church to hear soceth]^ I don’t want to listen to", 
I would rea in d that person that people reacted so violently to what Jesus preached that 
on one occasion he was hauled .out of the syxuigogue and alaost thrown over a cliff as 
reported in Inke b. Tice and again he preached what people did not want to hear so 
that it got bin into serious trouble, even with a cross, but he ^id it be<»use he was 
showing men what their life ought to be to the light of the life' of Odd. ^s is what 
I have always tried to do tod, as long as I am peziaitted to recatn a' otoistor or a 
Christian of any kind, I (shall continue. 

During the present cs^ign I have tried to follow ay conscience and the 
of God about what 1 should. preach - also'the couz^el of people wto'hfi^ve given far core 
nature throught to this natter of what a' alnister should preach to cj;'lsis tiooe than 
have those naive lay&to wto have been sending tbeto letters to the tribune. In this 
caop3dgn I have not dea^t with candidates. I tove tried- over a period' of several 
zaonths to review what oto denooination has hild as its position oh issues which have 
got into the platforas otf the two cajor parties ato let ce add that our position repre- 
sents also the conpensus of the leading denooinattons on these issues overla period of 
ca^ years. I have spoken of thee because I believe they are Christian conclusions 
about life today as it relates to God's wild. Furtheroore, why should churches ccoe 
to conclusions if they are afraid to procli^.thea when certedn politicians happen to 
disagree? Thus I have, spoken of our church's approval of the civil rights bill, of 
the partial test-ban treaty, tl» ioportance of wise fiEultilaterai disarsaDsht on a 
world-wide scale, of our backing of the United Rations (which the Methodist Church 
helped greatly to initiate, in the first place) and nore recently, I have spoken 
against the atteept of one party or candidate to pin the responsibility for the cur- 
rent cpral decline on the other party or its candidate, as this shows a ccs^lete xais- 
nnderstanding and underestimto of the causes of this decline and bow it will be cor- 
rected, for the rosedy is not to be bad in electl^ one party or canditote or the other. 
If I hto failed to do this> I think' tte Ms.thodist Church would have good toouods for 
questioning my qualiflea^ons for a position' as ■ its ninister here or elsewhere. Row, 
if someone wants to criticize ne as a ninister who dabbles in politics from the pulpit, 
I sitaply rtoly> "1 ^o not agree with you. I think you are quite wrong to your under- 
sttoding of the Christian ministry today. This is a matter to which ! and others have 
given so much thought and prayer that I am not likely to change my mind on the matter. 
So. if you don't like it, maybe you had better take me out and, lacking a cliff such as 
they alaost threw Jesus over at Razaretb, you might toss ae into the Detroit River. I 
aa a miserable swtomer." 
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I say I have avoided speaking of candidates and have tried to deal vith the real 
issues, vhich I aa agrald the candidates have not been doing. Today I coae to you vith 
a presentation which up to last Friday I bad HOT intended to make and let xas assure you'' 
that the effort Bade this week to get everybody out for this service was not so that 
you Bi^t bear what I an about to say. I had another senson fully prepared end if you 
don't give m the "Kazareth treat&ent", I will preach it here the next tine I appear in 
this pulpit on Noveober 13* If I bave th&e at the end of what I want to say today, I 
shall give you the opening of that senaon do that you will know "I kid you not". 1 do 
not want to say what I feel called upon to say today but I an going to say it because 
I as convinced Alaighty Qcd would bave zae say it and Z Bust, like Peter and the dis> 
ciples, "obey God rather than tsm". For a quarter of a century I bave invested qy life 
in tbe Dinistry of Jesus Christ on the Aaerican scene and today I speak entirely on isy 
own initiative as Christ's ainister in defense of the Christian Church end of the deno- 
Bdnation which I love cmd will serve as long as it will perait oe to do so. 

If you go away saying I have used cy pulpit to talk politics, I do not agree for 
what I say has to do with tbs church, not the state. However, I speak because certain 
politicians have presumed to talk about religion in this campaign and even to allow a 
certain book to be used as campaign propaganda. It is the book entitled, "Hone Dare 
^Call it Treason" by John Stormer which cakes serious charges against the Christian 
church in Aiceriea, against the Methodist Church in particular and against a forcer pro- 
fessor of the Divinity School which I attended and which I would attend again if I had 
it to do over. In other words I did not raise the issue. John Stonoer and other rlglt 
wing extremists have ralsM it. Someone nay bave given or sold you a copy of '’Hone 
Dare Call it Treason". It has been distributed to several people in this church, to 
school principals, ministers and cany other people. The book pretends to be based on 
faicts and to be accurately doeucented by quotations from authoritative sources. 

One chapter, entitled "Subverting our Religious Heritage" tries to pin the coBsm- 
nist label on American clergymen aM their churches. I have studied this chapter thoi^ 
ougbly and what I say in refutation is from my own experience and f rm that of others 
whose word I know to be trustworthy. Tbe chapter is a gross misrepresentation of the 
truth and, by implication at least, one of the cost dangerous bits of writing I have 
ever seen. Lot me illustrate. 

One of the great saints of the seminary I attended, Colgate Rochester Divinity 
School, is Valter Rauschenbxisch, who died before I was a student there. Stozmer tries 
to show that Rauschenbusch was an influence in turning ministers and churches into the 
eooaunist trend of thoughit, a movement, incidentally, which exists only in Stormer's 
warped imdgination. Vhile I was a student at Colgate Rochester, I was elected presi- 
dent of tbs Rauschenbusch Club and made many visits to tbe Rauschenbusch home so that 
I came to know the elderly Mrs. Rausebehbusch very well. I bave read almost all of 
Rauschenbusch' 8 books as have millions of other. ministers and serious students of the 
Christian faith and I can testify that everything he wrote is Christian and especially 
Biblicel. Ho coBcunist could possibly write that iray! Ha xsay not have agreed with all 
of Stormer's radical political views but that does not make him a coEmunist and I bave 
no patience vith those who are so unAaerican that they try to pin the cog cun ist label 
on everybody who disagreed vith them in any respect. Stozmer seems to choose to ignore 
or disagree vith those passages of the Bible vhich deal with what Rauschenbusch called 
"the social gospel". Incidentally, tbe new minister of Drayton Avenue Presbyterian 
Church of Ferzidale, John Hoyt, and the minister of tbe First Baptist Church of Femdale, 
John Vpbam, and I, still another John, are all graduates of- Colgate Rochester. Ve know 
that to the business people, the laymen and tbe ministers of Rochester, Walter Rauschen- 
busch is not a eocaunlst memory but a sainted soul who thou^^t so much like Christ that 
his prayers are still used everywhere, including tbe "Prayer for the Church" in the 
back of our Methodist hymnal. Stozmer's effort to make Rauschenbusch out a Marxist or 
an influence toward coosaunism is one of the foulest pieces of defamation of character 
I have ever come upon. 
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ij Treason" has \>&en analyzed carefully ty tbs Minnea- 

polis ^Trioune^ the Christian Science Monitor, tbs Christian Century mgazine, the 
totl<^ Ccoaitteo for Civic Responsibility and the Educational Division of the Mstho- 
d^t Church* The Michigan Christian Advocate, our Msthodist state paper, has had two 
nicies condmjing tbs book and I have here a four page article froa the Congressional 
teTOrd, a speech delivered by Representative Charles Vanick in the IB Bouse on Sept. 10, 
19o4* let BO quote froa that article, first page bottoa of the irt dd l e -colusn:

Just in passing, Stormr refers to the bite Methodist Bishop 0* Bronley as

Oxnais was sighted by the Bouse Cocaaittee on 
UnAiserican Activities as one with cooBunlst leanings* d^ianded and got a besting

e^es to its cemtents reaching the Witness 
office are significant, this cohunn will de- 
vote space to it. 


publisher of the book h given as 
Uberty Bell Press in Florissant, Mo, Au- 
thor John A. Stormer, acewding to the 
book, is a native of Altoona, Pa. ’ He 
served xn the Korean War, attends a •‘fun- 
damental Christian church," and is pres- 
ently chairman of the Missouri Federation 
of Young Republicans. 

^ Since the h^t of^the presidential elec- 
tion has subsided, one would hope ffiat 
this book could now be reviewed dispas- 
sionately, without risk of any charge of 
electioneering. 

, The Christian Century^ (Oct. 14, 1964), 
Itself under atuck by Stormer, points out 
that though there are 818 numbered ref- 
erences listed in the back of the book, 
more than 25% of these arc from four 
particular sources. They are Human 
Events magazine, reports of the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee (SISS), 
reports of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities (HUAC), and the 
Congressional Record. 


One must understand, of course, that 
any congressman can have material 
placed into the Congressional Record. 
For example, on Sept. 10. 1964. Charles 
A. Vamk, congressman from Ohio, in- 
serted into the Record a number of pages 


of copy highly critical of None Dare CaU 
ItTVeason. 

Mr. Vanik introduced material from 
a report prepared by a nonpartisan com- 
mittee in Cleveland. According to Mr. 
Vanik, the conmttcc Is prohibited by its 
code of regulations from taking a partisan 
position on any public issue "except in 
instances where violence is advocate or 
practiced or where calumny— the mali- 
use of falsehood — Is used to in- 
timidate or discredit."

Besides pointing out that this book ap- 
pears to be the only puWication ever is- 
sued by Liberty Bell Press and comment- 
ing on the unusually favorable arrange- 
ments for the dealer in the safe of this 
book, the Qeveland report says that thou^ 
the extensive number of references listed 
would seem to indicate a well-documented 
^J^hittg could be further from the 
truth. In most cases the person whose, 
testimony is relied on or the person who 
mserted material into the Record is not 
identified nor named. ' 

- What is even worse*/ ibcording to the 
same report^ Stormer **subverte^ refer^ 
ences to give a *‘totally erroneous im- 
pression and even to say precisely the 
opposite of what his own reference 
<laims:* 

This charge against Stormer’s book now 
Congressional Record, 
which IS the source of much of the evi- 
dence Stormer adduces. 

The Oeveland National Committee for 
Civic Responsibility further finds that 
some of Stormer’s sources are hardly 
"authoritative." They call Human Even^ 
winch the author quotes, 32 limes, "an 
admittedly biased right-wing publication." 
Stormer’s 66 instances of "hearings" be- 
fore congressional committees and his 
65 quotations from the Congressional Rec- 
ord arc of quesd<mable value because he 
usually fails to identify the person <^er- 
ing the testimony. 

The Relis^us Newsweekly, which origi- 
nates at 475 Riverside Drive in New York, 
calls None Dare Call It Treason "a cheap 
paperback" and says "once again the 
charges of commumsm in the churches 
and the National Council of (^urdtes arc 
revived, which were discredited back in 
the McCarthy era." 

Since Siormer^s volume includes numer- 
ous quotations from J, Edgar Hoover, 
Elsa Kruuse, editor of the Newsweekly, 
points out that over his own signature 
Hoover also wrote: "/ want you to know 
that neither on this occasion (in 1947) nor 
at any other tirne have I made any state- 
ment criticizing the Federal Council of 
Churches bfr the Netionalt ^Council of 
Churches “ ^ , 

Sometimes a vi^w from another coun- 
^ can add pery^ivc to an issue that 
is hotly contested in one’s own land. An 
evaluation of None Dare Call It Treason 
m the Manchester Guardian Weekly 
(Oct. 29, 1964) may be signi^nt. 


That weekly states: "Mr, Stormer has 
spent many years ctdiecting quotations 
to prove that a left-wing conspiracy has 
long been in power in Washington. . , . 
There has always been a fear of a federal 
plot at the grass roots of American democ- 
racy. Those politicians who wish to ex- 
ploit this fear by the preaching of hate 
have ^ways been able to find tame Tntel- 
l^uals* to ferret in the files and buttress 
the harangues of prejudice witii the seem- 
ing proofs of iset. 

Surely, though, if None Dare Call It 
Tr^soh is cheap, unreliable, and vicious, 
sudb conclusions should be evident to 
well-informed people simply from reading 
the book itself. One might reason thus 
were it not for the troubled times, the 
legitimate antipathy to atheistic commu- 
nism, and the basic gullibility of most 
people. Nor is it necessary to d<wbt the 
wncerity or the patriotism — of sorts — 
which motivates those who produce or 
promote such a book. 

The hook itself, however, must be called 
what it is: an unrestrained accusation 
against trusted leaders in high govern* 
meriiaV positions, Furtherrriore, it seeks 
to indict and to throw doubt on the in* 
tegrity and intelligence of men from both 
parties. It seeks to create suspkiori, fear, 
and distrust toward policies adopted and 
followed by governmental action in the 
past and insinuates a sinister plot to sell 
out to communism. 

Toward the end of his work Stormer 
puts a question in the mouth of aroused 
Americans: Why docs the United States 
State Department^roiect communism at 
every <^portunityr The answer H gives 
(in Italics) states: "If Amcri^n aid were 
stuped, the communist' empire - would ^ 
likely collapse* and Jqpentivo for' world 
government disappear.,* 

OUT OF CONTEXT 

(Concerning this question and, anSMW 
the aevcland^ report already referred to 
as appearing in the Congrcssioiial Record 
says: "Stormer wrenches a single sen- 
tence out of context from an unofficial 
report, intended to explore the posribility, 
not the desirability, of world government 
and attempts to use it as documentation 
that communism would collapse without 
American aid." A few lines down it adds: 
"A more flagrant atwl dishonest misuse of 
quoted material would be hard to imag- 
ine." 

Without attempting in any way to white- 
wash all officials of the government or 
to exonerate them all from blame for 

or of intention, this 
reviewer finds None Dare Cill It Treason 
unsatisfactory and reprehensible. The

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Why do our pastors turn 
hack and forth at the altar 

during services?

When the pastor speaks for 
God to the people (absoMIon, 
benediction, etc.), he faces the 
congregotion. When he speaks to 
God for ond with the people (con* 
fession of sins, prayers, etc.), he 
turns to the altar, which symbolizes 
God*s presence. 

In the light of Acts 3:15, 
Acts 5:30, and 1 Thessalonians 
2:14, 15, how could the Pope 
publish the encyclical saying 
the Jews did not kill Christ? 

We cannot, of course, speak 
for the Roman Catholic Church, 
but Ve con Join in tfie refection of 
any fbrip Of antt*Semltism. The 
Bible 'cannot be invoked for the 
cloim that Jews, oncientond con* 
temporory, are ^'Christ killers** 
more than Gentiles were and ore. 

New Testament passages which 
refer to the Jews* role in the cruci* 
fixion of Jesus of Nazareth should 
otwayS be taken together with pas- 
sages which hold mankind in gen- 
eral as responsible. In 1 Connthl- 
ons 2:8 pout ascribes the action of 
crucifying the lord of, glory to *‘the 
princes of this world.** The con- 
text shows that olso the Greeks, 
who preferred human wisdom to 
the Gospel, were involved. 

If we go back in history to the 
original perpetrators, we should 
remember that also Gentiles 
played a part in our Lord's con- 
demnation and crucifixion. In both 
the Apostolic and the Nicene 
Creed the Christian . church con- 
fesses that Jesus Christ suffered 
ond wos crucified * 'under Pontius 
Pilate,** a Roman, or, in the ex- 
pression of some race theorists, on 
Aiyan. 

Who are the people who today 
“crucify to themselves the Son of 


God afresh*'? They are, accord- 
ing to Hebrews 6:6, the ones who 
“foil away*' from the faith, regard- 
less of race or culture. All people 
by their sins made it necessary for 
the Lamb of God to be slain. To 
balance out the truth, all people 
without distinction (Rom. 10:12; 
Gal. 3:28) share in divine grace 
and in the fruits of Christ's redemp- 
tion. When John the Divine, tti Rev- 
elation 13:8, speaks of “the Lamb 
slain from the foundotion of the 
world," he directs our attention to 
God's act for our solvation. God's 
gracious will is of greater moment 
thon man's misdeed in bringing it 
about. 

Who crucified Jesus Christ? In 
laying aside all pride and in re- 
fusing to point an accusing finger 
at others, the Christian simply foins 
the hymn writer in saying: 

My burden in Thy Passion, 

Lord, Thou hast borne for me. 
For it was my fronsgression ’ 
Which brought this woe on Thee. 


When we speak of God^s 
omnipresence, are we to he* 
lieve that God is present also 
in all things? Example: desk, 
chair, walls, floors. 

When we speak of God's omni- 
presence, we mean that God Js 
present everywhere. This does not 
mean thot God is of the essence 
or essential nature of an object. 
Paul tells us that in God “we live 
and move and have our being." 

The omnipresence of God is not 
to be equated with pantheism. We 
cannot proceed from the unity of 
nature and argue that God is 
merged in the world. Nor can we 
proceed from God and orgue that 
the universe is merged In God, 

The difference’ between God 
ond His creatures remains. God is 
present in His creatures but is not 
a part of therh. He Is also tran- 


scendent — prior to and exalted 
above the universe, hoving His 
being apart from it. Appreciotion 
of this divine quolity lights up the 
meaning of the incarnation of our 
Lord. 

I do not have steady work, 
but I make a pledge to my 
church each year and try to 
keep or exceed my promise. 
This year I cannot meet my 
pledge, Mitst I pay ^Hhe bal- 
ance duc^^ before 1 pledge for 
next year? 

We make our financial pledges 
to God for the promotion of His 
kingdom. We are responsible to 
Him for the amount we pledge as 
weU as for the spirit and manner 
in which we fulfill our pledges. 

The standord which guides us 
is “as God hath prospered" us. 
This standard prevails throughout 
the year. If sickness, temporary 
unemployment, or other factors 
materially reduce our income so 
that we are unable to meet our 
pledge fuBy, we contribute “as 
God hath prospered*' us. We ore 
then fully justified in notifying the 
congregation's financial officers of 
our present situotion. 

If, however, in the course of the 
year God blesses us beyond what 
we expected dt the time we made 
our pledge, our contributions ought 
to reflect these greater blessings 
according to the “as God hath 
prospered" standard. 

Statements of the amount 
pledged and contributed serve as 
receipts and as a record for in- 
come tax deductions. Such a re- 
ceipt will olso enable us to cor- 
rect ony error which may hove 
been made in posting our contri- 
butions. In some instances the 
statements may indicate that mem- 
bers are foiling to share in the 
mission our Lord has chosen to 
carry on through His church.
